Reagan pulls upset in North Carolina 


Associated Press Writer 
Ronald Reagan, one of the 
big early losers of the 1976 
presidential season, is now a 
winner and says it’s because 
the voters are beginning to 
catch on to his attacks on Pres­ 
ident Ford's policies. 
Reagan surprised everyone, 
including himself, by winning 
the North Carolina Republican 
primary over Ford. It broke a 
zero-for-five run, put an end for 
the time being to the clamor 
for him to drop his challenge to 
the President and gave him 
something to show donors who 
are scared off by losses. 
On the Democratic side, Jim­ 


my Carter continued to win, 
racking up his fifth victory in 
six early primaries. Carter got 
over 50 per cent of the vote for 
the first time, 
easily 
out­ 
distancing 
Alabama 
Gov. 
George C. Wallace, who won 
North Carolina in 1972, and four 
other Democrats who didn’t 
campaign in the state. 
Carter opened a 
two-day 
swing through Wisconsin. Both 
Wisconsin and New York hold 
primaries April 6. His schedule 
included a meeting with Mil­ 
waukee Mayor Henry Maier 
and a speech at Marquette Uni­ 
versity. Later this week he will 
head for delegate-rich New 


York and a stiff challenge from 
Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson of 
Washington. 
Wallace said he would stay in 
the race, but confirmed that he 
had changed his campaign 
style, dropping expensive ral­ 
lies to concentrate on getting 
more media coverage. 
Ford’s loss marked the first 
time an incumbent president 
had dropped a primary since 
1968 when Sen. Eugene J. 
McCarthy defeated Lyndon B. 
Johnson in Wisconsin two days 
after Johnson announced he 
would not run again. 
Commenting on the North 
Carolina voting, White House 


Press Secretary Ron Nessen 
said, “The President lost. We 
have no excuse and no alibi.” 
Peter Kaye, a Ford campaign 
spokesman, 
said 
Reagan’s 
cause may have been helped by 
talk of getting the former Cali­ 
fornia governor out of the race. 
“ I think maybe it was a sym­ 
pathy vote,” he said. 
If Reagan had lost as ex­ 
pected in North Carolina it 
would have increased the cries 
for the former California gover­ 
nor’s withdrawal — perhaps to 
a level that would have been 
impossible to ignore. As it was, 
he left the state last weekend 
prepared to lose and issued one 


of those tough-it-out statements 
that he was in the race to stay. 
He arrived in Lo6 Angeles 
from Wisconsin early today and 
said of his supporters, “There 
was no panic, no one dis­ 
couraged, 
everybody 
stayed 
with it. I‘m very proud of 
them, happy to be coming 
home this way.” 
In Florida, Illinois and again 
in North Carolina, Reagan has 
been attacking the adminis­ 
tration’s detente with the Soviet 
Union, what he said is a weak 
defense posture and govern­ 
ment spending. He said today, 
“The issues we’ve been trying 
to talk about are beginning to 


catch on.” 
Ford, in a telephone chat 
with 
campaign 
workers 
in 
Raleigh, conceded that he ex­ 
pected a victory and said he 
was disappointed 
“ I would add, however, that 
our plans from the very begin­ 
ning were to enter every pri­ 
mary to end up with a majority 
of the delegates in Kansas City 
in August,” he said. ” ... It 
doesn't change our game plan.”

his plans to campaign in Wis­ 
consin this week in order to 
prepare for a nationwide tele­ 
vision address. A Wisconsin 
staff member said the speech 
would be aimed to reach a na­ 
tional electorate rather than 
the regional ones Reagan has 
campaigned before previously. 
Carter continued his success 
at being all things to ail voters. 
Udall. who did not campaign 
m North Carolina, said he took 
heart from Reagn’s showing on 
the Republican side

Unem­ 
ployment is already high and 
economic recovery has hardly 
begun There is little demand for 
unskilled labor and a mandatory 
boost 
in 
wages 
can only 
decrease the demand. 
Many marginal firms would

WASHINGTON - The Internal 
Revenue Service is conducting a 
quiet but exhaustive audit of the

Montaya, D-N.M., whose sub­ 
committee oversees the IRS 
budget. 
It will be the first time his 
taxes have been thoroughly 
audited since 1950. Over this 25- 
year span, the senator has 
become a millionaire. 
The Justice D ept, meanwhile, 
has examined whether Internal 
Revenue Commissioner Donald 
Alexander intervened to block 
the auditing of Montoya’s 
finances. The government at­ 
torneys 
have serious reser­ 
vations 
about 
A lexander’s 
judgment in the Montoya affair, 
but they have recommended 
that he not be prosecuted 
Secretary of the Treasury 
William Simon personally ad­ 
vised the IRS to audit Montoya's 
tax 
returns 
He 
made 
the 
suggestion 
pointedly 
after 
studying the results of two in­ 
vestigations, which he ordered 
last fall. 
One was conducted by the 
IRS, the other by Treasury 
general 
counsel 
Richard 
Albrecht follow mg a Washington 
Post story that Alexander had 
squashed the Montoya audits. 
Albrecht 
directed 
a 
pain­ 
staking study, involving more 
than 50 interviews, of Montoya’s 
returns and Alexander's ac­ 
tions 
The findings were so 
detailed that the summary alone 
ran 64 pages The investigation 
produced little 
evidence 
of 
actual 
wrongdoing 
by 
Alexander, but the report cited 
numerous 
“extenuating 
cir­ 
cumstances” and 
“erroneous 
assumptions ” 
Montoya’s 1972 returns, for 
example, raised questions that 
clearly called for an audit 
Alexander 
held 
off, 
however,

toya had been appointed to the 


Senate Watergate Committee, 
which was investigating then- 
President Nixon’s misuse of the 
IRS. Any probe o f Montoya at 
that time, Alexander decided, 
would look like retaliation 
Nevertheless, Simon was so 
upset by the findings that he 
forwarded them to the Justice 
Dept He also called the IRS and 
urged strongly that the senator’s 
tax returns be audited for the 
past three years 


The IRS immediately began a 
major investigation of Mon­ 
toya's 1972 tax statement and 
also began checking the “audit 
potential” of his 1973 and 1974

Footnote: Sen. Montoya told 
us he had not been notified that 
his tax returns were being 
audited But he emphasized: "I 
do not fear an audit." Then he

House Public Health and Safety 
Committee Tuesday night by its

Albert Spradling told 
committee members the Senate 
approved bills were needed to 
cure the “Marcus Welby syn­ 
drome” 
currently 
infecting 
people which is increasing the 
number of malpractice claims 
filed 
“People feel they should be 
healed every time, just like 
Marcus Welby patients are," 
the Cape Girardeau Democrat 
said “But it just doesn’t hap­ 
pen like that. Someone needs to 
tell Marcus Welby to lose a few 
patients.” 
The bills provide a strict« 
statute of limitations on suits 
filed against medical persons 
Currently a minor can file a 
suit against a physician any 
time from birth until he or she 
is 23 years old The proposed 
law establishes a two year time 
limit to file suits after a person 
reaches six years of age 
A second bill provides great 
er authority to the Board of 
Healing Arts, 
including the 
pow« to revoke or suspend a 
medical practitioner's license 


The final bill in the package 
establishes a screening board 
to review all malpractice suits 
before they go to court The 
board is to be composed of a 
judge, two lawyers, two medi­ 
cal representatives and one lay­ 
man The board’s ruling may 
not be introduced in a court­ 
room, but is intended to cut 
down unwarranted suits 
Doctors testifying before the 
committee supported the three 
bills, but several suggested 
having more medical represen 
tatives on the review board and 
penalties for persons who re­ 
ceive a negative review board 
opinion , but file a suit anyway 
and are defeated in the court 
too.

ATLANTA (AP) - When Bill 
Higdon was an Army master 
sergeant in Vietnam in the late 
1960s he presided over an em­ 
pire of servicemen’s clubs that 
he says grossed over $l-million 
a month. 
Now he’s in Atlanta fulfilling 
the terms of an unusual court 
sentence by working without 
pay to help rehabilitate psy­ 
chiatric patients. 
Between Vietnam and his 
current work in Atlanta’s G ra­ 
dy Memorial Hospital came a 
Senate subcommittee’s investi­ 
gation into reports of fraud 
against the military operation 
of service clubs. 


Eventually Higdon and three 
other 
Army 
sergeants, 
in­ 
cluding William O. Wooldridge, 
once the highest ranking en­ 
listed man in the Army, plead­ 
ed guilty to conspiring to bilk 
the government of millions of 
dollars through kickbacks and 
fraud in noncommissioned offi­ 
cers’ clubs in Vietnam and 
Germany. 


A federal judge in Los Ange­ 
les sentenced the sergeants in 
1973 to return all the profits 
they had made and to work 
without 
pay 
for 
charitable 
groups for three years. 
Higdon, a native of Henry 


County, south of Atlanta, found 
work at Grady — the city’s 
charity hospital — after turning 
down jobs offered him as a 
janitor or city garbage man. 
At the hospital Higdon takes 
groups of psychiatric patients 
on field trips and to a gym 
where he plays volley ball, soft­ 
ball and kick ball with them. 
“ I don’t mind putting in my 
time here,” he says. “ I realize 
I could have gone to jail. I do 
the best job I can at the hospi­ 
tal . . . ” 
His supervisor, Mrs. Kit Ma­ 
son, says Higdon “ has done a 
fantastic job. I wish I had two 
or three more like him,” 
Higdon says working without 
pay has not been easy for him. 
He says attorney fees cost him 
over $100,000 and that the Inter­ 
nal Revenue Service is still try­ 
ing to collect more than a half 
million dollars from him. 
To make ends meet, he said 
he worked at night as bartend­ 
er and manager of a nightclub 
in Atlanta which has since 
closed. 
“ I had to get some money for 
my family and club work is all 
I know,” he commented. His 
wife, Edith, works fulltime, too. 
“ I run a good club, you can 
ask anyone who was there,” 
Higdon commented.

LAMB - I need 
your help. I have cirrhosis of 
the liver and can’t find out 
anything about it. I am 76 
years old, fem ale and have 
never used alcohol in any 
form. The doctor said my 
liver is one-half larger than 
n o r m a l.

hospitalized they did a biopsy 
to examine the liver. I am 5- 
feet-4 and weight 150 pounds 
and have had arthritis for 35 
years. Does cirrhosis shorten 
one’s life? Can it be arrested? 
Is any special diet helpful? 
What are the sym ptom s? 
Would taking iron capsules 
over a period of three years 
cause cirrhosis? Should I take 
any special medicine for it? I 
only take Indocin for arthritis 
now.

Cirrhosis refers to scarring of 
the liver. The scar tissue 
replaces normal liver cells 
The liver may be enlarged 
depending on the type of 
cirrhosis and the stage it’s in 
or it may actually be small 
and contracted. 
Individuals 
who drink lots of alcohol com­ 
monly develop liver disease 
leading to cirrhosis, but many 
people with cirrhosis, like 
you, have never touched a 
drop of alcohol. 
Cirrhosis of the liver can be 
caused by a variety of infec­ 
tions, 
possibly even viral 
hepatitis. It can also be caus­ 
ed by obstruction of the 
drainage of bile from the liver 
as seen with gall bladder dis- 
e a s e . 
It 
m a y a l s o be 
a s s o c ia t e d w ith c e rta in 
nutritional problems. 
The effe ct of cirrh o sis 
depends on how much damage 
to liver function it causes The 
liver has a wide safety range 
for its functions Mild damage 
may not have any significant 
impact upon an individual’s 
health When symptoms do oc­ 
cur, they are more often 
related to fatigue or mild 
symptoms of indigestion 
If 
the liver is badly damaged 


with lots of scarring that 
replaces too many liver cells 
then serious changes can oc­ 
cur. These include serious in­ 
terference with m etabolism, 
of your food, changes in the 
blood proteins which may lead 
to accumulation of enormous 
amounts of fluid in the ab­ 
d o m in al c a v ity , lo ss of 
a p p e tite and even body 
wasting because of the in­ 
terference with metabolism 
and nutrition. 
A well-balanced, relatively 
high p ro te in , high c a r ­ 
bohydrate diet with plenty of 
vitamins is helpful in suppor­ 
ting patients with cirrhosis of 
the liver. Of course a patient 
who reaches the stage of liver 
failure, as might occur in ad­ 
vanced cirrhosis, will require 
an entirely different, modified 
diet but this is in the hospital 
and I don’t think you need to 
worry yourself about that. 
I doubt that taking iron had 
anything at all to do with your 
illness 
There are few very 
rare diseases in which iron 
storage in the liver can cause 
this problem but your liver 
biopsy and microscopic ex­ 
amination of it would have 
revealed this information. 
Your doctor hasn’t given 
you any medicines probably 
because your condition isn’t 
that serious and no important 
m e d ic in e s 
o th e r 
th an 
v ita m in s, m in e ra ls and 
general 
nutritional 
support 
need be provided in mild 
c a s e s. Y our c irrh o sis is 
probably unrelated to your 
arthritis or the medicines you 
have been taking for it.

(AP) — A gun-wielding tech­ 
nician held eight fellow hospital 
workers hostage and made 
them listen to a rambling taped 
history 
of 
her 
life 
before 
freeing them and surrendering 
to authorities. 
The 6 
1-2-hour 
siege 
at 
Charles E. Still Osteopathic 
Hospital on Tuesday ended 
when Carol H. Brooks’ sister 
and brother-in-law convinced 
her to surrender to authorities 
for psychiatric care. 
Cole 
County 
Prosecutor 
James McHenry said he is re­ 
viewing the disruption and de­ 
laying any decision to file crim­ 
inal 
charges 
against 
Mrs. 
Brooks, the respiratory tech­ 
nician who held the hostages in 
a small room before letting 
them go. 
Mrs. Brooks, 35, confounded 
local city and county police 
throughout the afternoon when 
she appeared at times ready to 
surrender but then would sud­ 
denly resist all efforts to coax 
her out of her barricaded room. 
James P. Cox, director of the 
counseling services at the hos­ 


pital, said he thought Mrs. 
Brooks’ actions were planned in 
advance. 
He said he thought her initial 
threats against police were sui­ 
cidal in nature. 
“She wanted six bluecoats 
(police) to stand out in front, 
then she would take a shot at 
them and in turn they would 
shoot 
her,” 
Cox 
said. 
“Evidently that was an attempt 
at self-destruction.” 
“Perhaps last night she put it 
all together,” Cox said refer­ 
ring to the taped history she 
recorded Monday night. “ It 
was filled with rambling com­ 
ments about her life and the 
mistakes she had made. 
“ It was well thought out. It 
wasn’t a spur of the moment 
thing,” Cox continued. 
While negotiations proceeded 
with Mrs. Brooks’ sister, Mrs. 
Shirley Huddleston and her hus­ 
band Jack, bullet-proof-vested 
city police poised themselves 
outside of the hostage-filled 
room armed with tear gas and 
a civilian version of the combat 
M-16 rifle. 
Cox was at a loss as to any 


motive involved with the wom­ 
an’s unexpected actions. He 
said she had no previous his­ 
tory of psychiatric problems to 
his knowledge. 
Almost immediately after the 
ordeal 
began, state Mental 
Health Director Harold Robb 
was called into the negotiations 
and spoke with Mrs. Brooks by 
telephone from an adjoining 
room for most of the day. 
Dr. Robb, a Scotsman, did a 
“ magnificent job at calming 
her down,” According to Cox. 
“ His speech and demeanor 
did an excellent job at gaining 
her confidence,” Cox, who spe­ 
cializes in crisis intervention, 
said. 
All of the hostages were em­ 
ployes working under Mrs. 
Brooks, 
hospital 
authorities 
confirmed. 
Cox 
said 
Mrs. 
Brooks continually reassured 
them she felt no animosity to­ 
ward them and intended them 
no harm. 
She held her fellow employes 
captive with a 38-caliber re­ 
volver and about 50 rounds of 
ammunition, according to po­ 
lice officials.

The hostages, five women 
and three men, were released 
about three hours after they 
were first taken prisoner A 
ninth person, a woman who 
was pregnant, was released al­ 
most immediately after Mrs. 
Brooks began her siege. 
Not until late afternoon did 
Mrs. Brooks agree to unlock 
the door and remove the chairs 
to allow the Huddlestxxis in to 
talk with her. 
Immediately ig>on capture, 
Mrs. Brooks was taken into a 
private room at Still and was 
heavily sedated. Dr. Robb and 
her sister remianed at her bed­ 
side, 
where Cox said 
late 
Wednesday night she was in 
stable condition and sleeping 
soundly. 
Cox said Robb suggested tak­ 
ing her to psychiatric facilities, 
possibly in St. Louis, today. 
The hostages, visibly shaken 
by the harrowing experience, 
were examined by an attending 
physician and released to go 
home under police escort. 
The hostages were identified 
as Janet Brandt, 20; Melba 
Sowden, 37; Bob Shafer, 27; 
Charles 
Woodall, 
23; 
John 
Turnbull, 
26; 
and 
Karen 
Hughes, 21, all of Jefferson 
City; Millie Beckley, 36, of 
neighboring Holts Summit and 
20-year-old Johnny Lowe of 
New Bloomfield. 
Turnbull said when he en­ 
tered the therapy room where 
Mrs. Brooks held the others he 
was ordered to join them 
All other hostages refused to 
discuss the incident with re­ 
porters. 
After the suicidal threats 
came from Mrs Brooks, all ob­ 


vious uniformed police were re­ 
moved from her line of sight, 
scurrying behind doors and and 
partitions. 
Fellow technicians, who wait­ 
ed in the surrounding stair- 
weUs, said Mrs. Brooks was a 
friendly person to work with 
and said she gave no prior hint 
of Tuesday’s behavior. 
Mrs. Brooks had worked at 
the hospital since 1974, and 
reached a position where she 
supervised the quality control 
of the physical therapy wing at 
Still. 
The incident comes only days 
after the Jefferson City police 
completed an FBI-sponsored 
course on how to handle hos­ 
tage situations. 
At least 15 city and county 
police conferred on what strate­ 
gy to take. Cole County Sheriff 
Wyman Basinger said he resist­ 
ed the use of tear gas because 
of the nearby elderly patients 
and those patients who were 
suffering from respiratory dis­ 
eases near the inhalation thera­ 
py room where Mrs Brooks 
was stationed.

The military takeover, which 
had been expected for months, 
ended 21 chaotic months in of­ 
fice for the Western Hemi­ 
sphere's first woman head of 
government. 
A 
communique 
broadcast 
over the national radio network 
said the army commander, 
Gen. Jorge R. Videla, 50, was 
heading a 
three-man junta 


which was in “operational con­ 
trol” of Argentina The other 
members are the navy com­ 
mander, Adm. Emilio Mass era, 
and the air force commander, 
Gen. Orlando R. Agosti. 
The junta accused Mrs Per- 
on’s government of immorality 
and incompetence. It said Ar­ 
gentina was faced with “a tre­ 
mendous power vacuum threat­ 
ening to sink it in disintegration 
and anarchy.” 
Several shots were fired as 
troops took over the headquar­ 
ters of the Peronist metal­ 
workers' union, and there was 
token resistance by some Per­ 
onist diehards. But generally 
things were peaceful as troops 


moved swiftly to strategic posi­ 
tions behind tanks and machine 
guns 
The formal takeover during 
the night was preceded by sev­ 
eral days of troop movements. 
The junta announced there was 
absolute calm throughout the 
country. 
The military returned to pow­ 
er after three years of civilian 
rule because Juan D. Peron’s 
widow, after she succeeded to 
his presidency when he died in 
July 1974, was unable to quell 


pontical terrorism, reverse the 
steady worsening of the econo­ 
my, check the world's worst 
rate of inflation — 423 per cent 
for the last 12 months — or un­ 
ify the divided Peronist move­ 
ment. 
Possessing neither the chari­ 
smatic leadership of Peron’s

WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 
dozen of the nation's top scien­ 
tists are meeting with Presi­ 
dent Ford amid reports that 
government health experts are 
recommending a massive cam­ 
paign 
to 
innoculate 
every 
American against a rare and 
deadly flu strain. 
Any such immunization pro­ 
gram would be the largest in 
the nation’s history and would 
be aimed at the swine flu virus, 
a strain that has been dormant 
for nearly a half century. 
The swine flu strain was 
blamed for 20 million deaths 
world-wide during a 1918 epi­ 
demic 
that 
claimed 
more 


American lives than World War 
I combat. In all, 500,000 Ameri­ 
cans died of the flu strain dur­ 
ing the epidemic. 
Last month, the virus killed 
an Army recruit and afflicted 
four other soldiers at Ft. Dix, 
N.J. 
Since then, public health spe­ 
cialists have been weighing 
whether a massive public in- 
noculation program should be 
launched. The Washington Post 
said today that Ford’s health 
advisers have concluded that 
such a program is needed. 
Officials at the National Cen­ 
ter for Disease Control in At­ 
lanta indicated that a decision 


would be announced shortly. 
The center said Tuesday it 
would take nearly six months 
to produce enough vaccine to 
provide shots for 215 million 
Americans. 
Estimates of the crash pro­ 
gram’s cost range from $107 
million to $150 million. Phar­ 
maceutical companies would 
use millions of fertilized chick­ 
en eggs as cultures to develop 
the vaccine. 
The center reported last week 
that this winter’s epidemic of 
A-Victoria type flu has passed 
its peak.

Miss Hearst, 22, was con­ 
victed Saturday of joining her 
Symbionese Liberation Army 
kidnapers in the April 15, 1974, 
armed robbery of a Hibernia 
Bank branch here, two months 
after her abduction. 
During her two-month trial, 
she testified that she was 
forced — under threat of death 
— to help rob the bank. 
Schloetter and Roberts were 
ordered by U.S. District Court 
Judge Oliver J. Carter to draw 
up a report on Miss Hearst be­ 
fore April 12, when Carter is 
scheduled to impose sentence. 
The recommendations of the 
probation officers are not bind­ 


ing on Carter. Since Miss 
Hearst is a first-time offender, 
she could receive a sentence of 
simple probation or she could 
get punishment of 25 years in 
prison and a $10,000 fine. 
She has been in jail since her 
arrest Sept. 18 and that time 
will count toward her sentence, 
Carter has said.

U S. Marshal Frank Klein 
said Miss Hearst will make the

(AP) — The Missouri Senate 
began its work on the state’s 
$2.5 billion budget Tuesday with 
the lobbies outside the chamber 
“lined with people with their 
hands out for more money.” 
But the Senate resisted ef­ 
forts to up the budget, and 
stuck with the recommenda­ 
tions of its Appropriations Com­ 
mittee. 
Sen. Norman Merrell, com­ 
mittee chairman, told the Sen­ 
ate that the budget was “within 
the framework o f the needs of 
Missourians and what the state 
can afford.” 
He said the total Senate pack­ 
age of eight funding bills, five 
of which were approved Tues­ 
day, was about $1 million more 
than those approved in the 
House, 
which in turn were 
about $1.6 million more than 
the amount recommended by 
Gov. Christopher S. Bond. The 
budget covers the fiscal year 
beginning July 1. 
But one committee member, 
Republican A. Clifford Jones of 
St. Louis County, vowed that he 
would vote against each appro­ 
priations bill because he be­ 
lieved they represented a budg­ 
et which was about 2.5 per cent 
too high. 
“I think you're going to be in 
a very serious situation next 
February," warned Jones, the 
Republican floor leader “We 
may be in a very tight cash po­ 
sition.” 
Jones 
has 
maintained 
all 
along that Bond's budget leaves 
an operating cash reserve of 
only $35 million and that it will 
not be enough to pay the regu­ 
lar state’s bills or meet an 
emergency. A similar situation 
currently has forced the gover­ 
nor to withhold 3 per cent of 
the 
money 
already 
appro­ 
priated to state agencies to bal­ 
ance the budget for the current 
fiscal year. 
The senator said he respected 
the opinions of the fellow mem­ 


bers of the committee, but he 
added that the projected re­ 
serve for the end of the fiscal 
year was $25 million to $35 mil­ 
lion too low. 
Merrell said in introducing 
the bills that the reserve was 
“as tight as you're going to get 
it.” 
It was Sen. Richard Webster, 
R-Carthage, who cautioned the 
Senate to ignore the state agen­ 
cy representatives who were 
soliciting votes in the corridors 
to increase the committee’s 
recommendations. 
An effort by Sen. Jack Gant, 
D-Independence, to increase the 
state’s appropriations by $1 
million in public school aid was 
defeated, with Webster calling 
it “a political, press release 
amendment.” 
The Senate’s appropriation of 
$429.8 million in school aid is 
already $2.9 million more than 
that suggested in the House 
bills. 
The five funding bills ap­ 
proved Tuesday differ in only a 
few substantial respects from 
those okayed last month in the 
House. 
Among the changes is a 
doubling to $20,000 the amount 
the state would allocate to the 
Cole County prosecuting attor­ 
ney’s office for the enforcement 
of Missouri’s new lobbyist reg­ 
istration law. 
But the Senate’s version of 
the appropriations bills reduces 
the amount of money going to 
the state’s Public Counsel’s of­ 
fice by $112,873. The office rep^ 
resents consumer views before 


the Public Service Commission 
in utility rate increase cases. 
The two differing positions 
will be among those to be 
worked out in a Senate-House 
conference committee on the 
budget. 
Of the state’s entire budget, 
roughly half, $1,224 billion, will 
come from the state’s general 
revenue. That's about $89 mil­ 
lion more than is expected to 
be spent during the current fis­ 
cal year. 
During lengthy and some­ 
times bitter debate on funding 
the Department o of Mental 
Health, the Senate defeated a 
move to increase the amount of 
money for the four state school 
hospitals. 
Sen. John Schneider, D-St. 
Louis, attempted to increase 
funding for the St. Louis State 
School and Hospital in order to 
make the residents there eli­

Abortion 
laws may 
be curbed 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court is pondering 
whether the states may curb its 
1973 decision that a woman has 
a constitutional right to choose 
to have an abortion. 
The court heard arguments 
on Tuesday involving differing 
laws in Massachusetts and Mis­ 
souri and conflicting lower- 
couft decisions. 
Lawyers for Planned Parent­ 
hood of Central Missouri and 
for private citizens in Mas­ 
sachusetts argued that both 
states have laws unduly restric­ 
ting unmarried girls under 18 
from having abortions by re­ 
quiring parental consent. The 
court made no immediate deci­ 
sion. 
Attorneys 
for 
both 
states 
maintained that their legisla­ 
tures were within their rights 
in enacting regulations follow­ 
ing the 1973 Supreme Court de­ 
cision that a woman, in con­ 
sultation with her physician, 
may have an abortion in the 
early term of her pregnancy. 
The Massachusetts law, held 
invalid by a U.S. District Court, 
required consent of both par­ 
ents prior to an abortion on an 
unmarried girl under 18. It pro­ 
vided, however, that a state 
court could authorize an abor­ 
tion in the absence of parental 
permission 
A similar court in St. Louis 
held constitutional a 1974 Mis­ 
souri law requiring the written 
consent of a woman’s husband 
if she is married, and of a par­ 
ent if she is single and under 
18. 
Frank Sussman, attorney for 
the planned parenthood group, 
told the court that illegal abor­ 
tions and illegitimate births 
have decreased 
significantly 
since the 1973 decision, and he 
added, 
"No 
democracy 
has 
ever reversed a trend toward 
legal abortions." 
Missouri Atty. Gen. John C. 
Danforth argued that the state 
regulates when minors may 
vote, drink, make contracts, 
buy firearms and "even when a 
minor goes into a pool hall, the 
consent of his parents is re­ 
quired."

When the union’s executive 
board neither accepted nor re­ 
jected the proposal, the owners 
withdrew it, although Miller 
has not officially been notified 
that the offer is no longer on 
the table. 
Meanwhile, training camps 
have opened and the start of 
the regular season no longer is 
in jeopardy. Those develop­ 
ments have relieved the pres­ 
sure of time that had been a 
factor in some of the talks 
But they haven’t relieved Mil­ 
ler's unhappiness with some of 
what went on during the de­ 
layed opening of camps.

negotiating team a vote of con­ 
fidence and directed them to 
resume talks. 
The players have asked that 
the Federal Mediation and Con­ 
ciliation Service be called into 
the dispute and that until the 
impasse is solved, the owners 
extend the old basic agreement 
which expired last Dec. 31. 
Those proposals were expected 
to be discussed by the two sides 
oday.

Special fund groups 
evade election reform 


Coal gassification 
New law threatens Mo. welfare 
new energy in Mo.

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — As was widely proclaimed, the 
election reform law of 1974 was intended to prevent special in­ 
terest groups and major donors from having undue influence. 
The reformers had a point. In the 1974 congressional elec­ 
tions, half the funds raised were given by special interest 
groups, individual donors in the $500 and up class and by the 
candidates themselves out of their own pockets. 
The reform law, however, is already a bust — even before 
the first Senate and House races under the new pure rules 
have gotten into stride. 
Under the 1974 law, no industrial, labor, agricultural, 
medical, conservative, liberal or other special interest 
political committee can give more than $5,000 to any one can­ 
didate 
All very well. Except that in the relatively short time since 
the reform law went into effect, more than 242 special 
political donor groups have been set up according to Common 
Cause. 
To evade the $5,000 limit, special interest companies, unions 
and associations, not content with organizing dozens of new 
political organizations, have in essence split existing groups, 
so that every sub organization, made artificially independent 
on paper, could give up to $5,000 to each candidate of its 
choice. 
As Common Cause notes, in the four months from August to 
December 1975, the Communications Workers of America 
registered 12 new committees In the last three months of 
1975, Dow Chemical Company set up seven. The American 
Dental Association established nine, the Machinists four. 
Because labor unions already had groups in every state and 
in most major cities, business concerns with a special interest 
in what Congress votes have been moving rapidly to catch up. 
Approxim ately three-fourths of the new political 
organizations are sponsored by business concerns, directly or 
indirectly. Common Cause calculations indicate that 107 cor­ 
porations and 22 banks have set up new political committees, 
more than doubling the number they had before the 1974 elec­ 
tions. Savings and loan groups have set up five, oil companies 
eight, aerospace firms four, steel companies eight, dental 
association seven, labor unions 36 to 39 depending on defini­ 
tion. 
New committees were set up by pharmaceutical, real es­ 
tate, utility, insurance, machinery, railroad, credit union, 
retail, glass, mail order, agriculture, dairy interests and 
others too numerous to list. 
Thus, though congressional races are hardly off the starting 
blocks, the data to date suggest that, clean election law or no. 
more money will be given Senate and House candidates this 
year by special interest groups than ever before in history. 
Even more disconcerting, however, are loopholes in the law 
which give certain organizations with large and widespread 
m em berships special advantages of great value. 
Organizations, in their literature for members and in their 
political solicitation of those on their rolls, are in practice ex­ 
empt from the financial restrictions imposed on political 
groups generally. 
Labor unions fare best in this special privilege category. 
Unions, having large numbers of members in particular states 
or congressional districts may propagandize their members 
virtually at will, and “door-to-door” canvass these voters — 
without this time and these costs being charged either to the 
candidates of their choice or to the $5,000 limit. 
But don't discount the advantage given other special groups 
with large membership lists — including medical, dental, 
farm, business and teacher associations

Missouri could lose all of its 
federal Aid to Dependent 
Children (ADC) money if the 
General Assembly does not 
>ass bills to put the state in 
compliance with an amend­ 
ment of the Social Security 
Act. 
That amendment, named 
Title IV-D, was passed by 
Congress and requires the 
parent receiving ADC to ob­ 
tain a Social Security card, 
assign all rights of support 
payments to the state and 
cooperate in the establish­ 
ment and location of the ab­ 
sent parent. 
The law is intended to in­ 
crease state funds for ADC 
and to encourage states to 
locate absent parents and 
collect 
support 
payments 
from them. As an incentive to 
follow the law, the state is 
allowed to keep part of the 
money collected. 
The new law went into effect 
Oct. 1, but Missouri asked the 
Dep. of Health Education and 
Welfare (HEW) for a waiver 
to implement the measure. 
The waiver expires July 1. 
If the legislature fails to 
pass 
the 
necessary 
com­ 


pliance bills, the state will lose 
federal 
ADC 
payments, 
Medicaid 
payment 
for 
families receiving ADC and 
administrative 
costs, 
ac­ 
cording to Peggy McGuire, 
chairman of the state’s social 
services department’s IV-D 
task force. The total money 
lost would amount to about 
$4.5 million, according to 
McGuire. 
The major conflict with the 
federal law is that Missouri 
has no apparatus for collec­ 
ting child support payments 
from 
the 
absent 
parent. 
Missouri already requires ap­ 
plicants to have a social 
security card, McGuire said. 
Another conflict is that the 
new law is based on the 
assumption the state 
will 
collect from the absent parent 
what it pays out in child sup­ 
port. 
In most states ADC is paid 
as a percentage of a family’s 
need. This allows the ADC 
payments to decline as outside 
income such as that provided 
by child support payments in­ 
creases. 
But Missouri has a statute 
that sets a maximum amount 
that can be paid to an ADC 
family 
regardless 
of 
the 
amount of outside income. 


Consequently, the mother of 
an ADC family would receive 
the same amount of paymen­ 
ts. 
After her income reached 
the maximum amount, the 
state would keep any ad­ 
ditional money it collected in 
support payments from the 
absent parent. 
Legislation to change the 
Missouri law and base ADC 
payments on a percentage of 
need has been introduced this 
session. 
Missouri could also lose 
about 5 per cent of its federal 


welfare funds if it does not 
have the child support system 
in operation by Jan. 1, 1977. 
Appropriations 
must 
be 
passed to fund this system, 
McGuire said. 
Under this 
system, 
the 
Division of Family Services 
would 
locate 
information 
about the absent father and 
turn this information over to 
the prosecuting attorney in the 
particular county. A central 
state parent locater system 
will be set up in each state. If 
the parent is believed to be in 
another state, this system can 
be contacted. 
If the absent parent cannot 
be located by this means, a 
federal locater service can be 


contacted. The federal service 
would have access to Veterans 
Administration, IRS (Internal 
Revenue Service) and Social 
Security files. 
The federal program has 
problems because the Social 
Security Administration has 
said that it will not furnish the 
Social Security numbers of 
parents who are suspected of 
not paying child support. 
If a prosecutor is used to 
locate the absent parent. 25 
per cent of the money collec­ 
ted 
is 
returned 
to 
the 
prosecutor for services. That 
25 per cent comes from the 
federal share of the program, 
McGuire said. After 12 months 
of 
collection, 
the 
fee 
is 
reduced to 12 per cent, she 
said. 
“Over the past several 
years we were not been able to 
do anything unless the absent 
mother or father willingly 


agreed to pay,” McGuire said. 
Under this program, we can 
get them into court and force 
them to pay, she added. 
The mother may apply for a 
waiver if she feels that iden­ 
tifying the child’s father will 
be harmful to the child, 
McGuire said. The parent still 
will receive payments in that 
situation if there is just cause.

(A P) — Arab countries are de­ 
manding a Security Council 
condemnation of Israel while 
some of their Moslem allies are 
urging a resolution less likely 
to be vetoed by the United 
States.

Arabs were pressing for a 
tough resolution charging Israel 
with aggression against the 
Arabs, demanding Israeli with 
drawal from all occupied terri­ 
tories and affirming the “ in­ 
alienable rights of the Palestin­ 
ians. ” 
These demands would auto­ 
matically trigger a U.S. veto, 
as they did in the council de­ 
bate on the Middle East in 
January. 
Pakistani Ambassador Iqbal 
A. Akhund was reported urging 
a more moderate resolution 
that would “ deplore’’ — not 
condemn — Israeli actions in 
the occupied West Bank area 
and call on the Israeli govern­ 
ment to desist from "encroach­ 
ing upon Arab lands.” 
The Security Council debate 
that opened Monday was called 
by Pakistan and Libya in re­ 
sponse to a wave of Arab riot­ 
ing in the former Jordanian 
territory captured by Israel in 
the 1967 Arab-Israeli war Ten 
more Arabs were injured Mon­ 
day in a clash with Israeli 
troops in a village near Jerusa­ 
lem. 
Speakers in the council de­ 
bate from the Palestine Liber­ 
ation Organization, Libya, Jo r­ 
dan, Egypt and Syria said the 
West Bank unrest was a "spon­ 
taneous and massive uprising" 
against military occupation. 
PLO representative Zehdi La- 
bib Terzi, facing Israel for the 
first time in the council, de­ 
clared that the Palestinians 
“ have stood up to confront the 
forces of occupation and for­

"The situation is alarming 
because the forces of occupa 
tion have resorted to brutal Hit­ 
lerite measures of suppression 
to thwart the mass uprising," 
he said. 
Other Arab delegates charged 
the Israelis "radically altered" 
the physical and demographic 
composition of Jerusalem, con­ 
fiscated Arab lands to build 
Jewish housing, exploited Arab 
labor and planted more than 60

territories in violation of inter­ 
national law. 
Israeli delegate Chaim Her­ 
zog told the council the West 
Bank troubles were "a result of 
demonstrations by children and 
youngsters who have been in­ 
cited on the basis of false 
propaganda ” He asserted that 
the Israeli administration in Je ­ 
rusalem was the most enlight

Herzog said the Arab charge 
that the Israeli government had 
permitted Jews to worship m 
the A1 Aqsa Mosque, a Moslem 
shrine on the Temple Mount in

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FEC’s 
finance 
law dies 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The 
Federal Election Commission, 
the government’s experiment in 
changing the financial rules of 
politics, is all but dead today, 
stripped of its power to dis­ 
burse millions of taxpayer dol­ 
lars to presidential candidates 
and their parties. 
The FEC , created to adminis­ 
ter and enforce the 1974 cam­ 
paign finance law that arose 
from the Watergate scandal, 
lost most of its powers at mid­ 
night 
Monday 
as 
Congress 
failed to meet a deadline for re­ 
structuring it in compliance 
with a Supreme Court order. 
Congress had been told by 
the court to alter the FEC so 
that all members were appoint­ 
ed by the president or the com­ 
mission would forfeit its power 
to disburse funds to presiden­ 
tial 
candidates 
and 
to the 
Democratic 
and 
Republican 
parties for their summer con­ 
ventions. 
The inaction of Congress also 
will restrict FEC authority to 
carry out the law’s regulations 
on campaign contributions and 
expenditures. 
Still, Senate leaders said they 
would continue to seek a com­ 
promise in an effort to force 
action on a bill to restucture 
the FEC. 
Leaders of both parties held 
conferences Monday in an ef­ 
fort to reach a compromise and 
agreed to meet again today to 
look over a simplified bill staff 
aides were putting together 
overnight. 
The Senate spent three days 
last week debating the legisla­ 
tion to restructure the commis­ 
sion and found itself at an im­ 
passe over additional prvisions 
that 
would 
make 
major 
changes in the*1974 law. 
“ If we are going to get a bill, 
both sides will have to make 
concessions,” said Sen. Howard 
W Cannon, D-Nev.. chairman 
of the Senate Rules Committee. 
But Senate leaders appeared 
doubtful that any major break­ 
through would be forthcoming 
soon. GOP Whip Robert P. 
Griffin said, "W e are a long 
way from any agreement ” 
The House has not yet even 
taken up legislation to comply 
with the Supreme Court’s Jan. 
30 ruling 
The 1974 law provided for tax 
funds to match private contri­ 
butions of $250 or less raised by 
candidates in their primary 
campaigns 
Before its power ran out, the 
FEC disbursed $900,266 to pres­ 
idential 
candidates 
Monday, 
bringing the total for the year 
to $12 62 million. Alabama Gov. 
George C. Wallace got the larg­ 
est share Monday, $339,603, and 
President 
Ford 
was second 
with $167,758 
The law also authorized full 
public financing of the general 
election campagns of major 
party presidential candidates, 
up to $20 million each, and pay­ 
ments of $2 million for each 
party's convention. 


Health study 
reports more

WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
chances are better than one in 
four that you'll be injured this 
year and the ways it is moat 
likely to happen are fairly pre­ 
dictable, says a new govern­ 
ment report. 
The report on a study by the 
National Center for Health Sta­ 
tistics found that an estimated 
average of 63 4 million Ameri­ 
cans per year were hurt se­ 
riously enough to seek medical 
attention or restrict their activ­ 
ities for at least one day in 1971 
and 1972 
Falls accounted for 13.6 m il­ 
lion injuries or 21.5 per cent of 
the total More than 4.4 million 
persona were hurt falling on 
stairs, steps or from a height. 
More than 5.6 million were 
injured bumping into an object 
or another person, 4.7 million 
by moving motor vehicles, 4.2 
million by cutting or piercing 
instruments and 4.1 
million 
were hit by moving objects 
Together, accidents of that 
type accounted for nearly 51 
per cent of all injuries, based 
on figures obtained in inter­ 
views of 88,000 households with 
267,000 residents 
The center, an agency of the 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare, said the in­ 
jury incidence rate in 1971-1972 
was about 312 per 1,000 civil­ 
ians, or 22 2 per cant higher 
than was found in the last two- 
year study, made between Ju ly 
1960 and June 1961 But the re­ 
port cautioned that changes in 
the data collection methods 
may account for a substantial 
part of the difference.

tion agency he was considered 
"unemployable.” 
Today, Dhillon is met at 
home each weekday morning 
by a modified van equipped to 
handle his motorized wheel­ 
chair. He is driven to his mod­ 
ern offices in the Virginia sub­ 
urbs of Washington, where he 
heads a computer software 
firm with 90 employes, which 
last year grossed over $2 mil­ 
lion. 
Life changed dramatically foi 
28-year-old Dhillon in 
1970, 
when he enrolled in a demon­ 
stration program at George 
Washington University funded 
by the Rehabilitation Services 
Administration of the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare. The goal of the project 
was to determine if people who 
were severely disabled could be 
trained to work at home, de­ 
spite the fact that they had pre­ 
viously been turned down for 
vocational rehabilitation serv­ 
ices as "unemployable.” 
Dhillon was assisted in learn­ 
ing 
computer 
programming 
right in his own living room by 
use of a personalized instruc­ 
tion manual augmented by a 
time sharing computer. He 
learned the mysteries of "com­ 
puter talk” and with a contract 
from the National Aeronautics 
& Space 
Administration 
in 
Washington opened his own 
firm in 1972. 
In tribute to the rehabilitation 
agencies which are trying to 
help handicapped people, Dhil­ 
lon named his company Rehab 
Computer Inc. 
Rehab Computer started busi­ 
ness in a spare room in Dhil- 
lon’a basement. His company 
provides 
computer 
software 
services, and research and de­ 
velopment in training and em­ 
ployment of the handicapped. 
In 1973, its first full year of 
operation, 
Rehab 
Computer 
grossed nearly $100,000 and 
paid over $65,000 in salaries to

of them severely disabled. To­ 
day, with gross sales approach­ 
ing $2,200,000, Dhillon looks for­ 
ward to continued expansion of 
his own business, with Job op-

"unemployable” handicapped 
people. 
"I want to see disabled 
people using their minds and 
talents in challenging jobs,” 


Dhillon says, "and not the kind 
of menial tasks frequently giv­ 
en us in sheltered workshops or 
‘token’ programs of hiring the 
handicapped. By creating chal­ 
lenging Jobs, we give the handi­ 
capped a chance not only to be 
independent, but the opportun­ 
ity to maintain their dignity 
and self-respect.” 


Handicapped people who are 
considered “homebound dis­ 
abled” need to get out of the 
house and into the community 
to enjoy normal social and 
business contacts, says Dhillon, 
who has formed a small com­ 
pany to provide transportation 
for handicapped people. It has 
seven vans equipped to take 
people in wheelchairs to and 
from work, and to other ap­ 
pointments. Five of his staff, 
previously homebound by their 
handicaps, now regularly re­ 
port to work at the of f ice. 


But jobs can also be designed 
so that people can work at 
home, he maintains. Recently 
Dhillon’s company designed an 
information retrieval system 
that has enabled two disabled 
people to work for HEW in the 


data processing field, by using 
computer terminals placed in 
their own homes. 


Other 
handicapped 
people 
who "graduated” from the 
George Washington University 
project have also benefited 
greatly from the program. 
Most 
were 
public 
welfare 
clients, and all considered too 
handicapped for conventional 
vocation 
rehabilitation 
pro­ 
grams, even though many of 
them had job experience, in­ 
telligence, education and youth. 
Of the 34 people eventually 
employed, 21 are wheelchair- 
bound. Six of the project par­ 
ticipants have married since 
graduating from the program, 
one purchased a home, six 
bought cars, and ten are no 
longer "homebound.”

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More criminals are requesting 
pre-trial psychiatric examinations 
Population explosion causes shattering impact 


JEFFERSON 
CITY, 
Mo. 
(AP) — Increasing numbers of 
persons charged with crimes in 
Missouri are requesting pre­ 
trial psychiatric examinations 
to determine their competency 
to stand trial, Fulton State hos­ 
pital doctors report. 
The number of commitments 
to Fulton have increased five­ 
fold over the past 12 years, 
with the most dramatic in­ 
creases occuring in the past 
three years. 
In 1975, 524 prisoners were 
admitted to Fulton and of 
those, two-thirds were for pre­ 
trial psychiatric examinations. 
The others are prisoners re­ 
ferred to Fulton because of se­ 
vere 
mental problems. 
The 
number of admissions has in­ 
creased by 100 each year since 
1973. 
Dr. Henry Bratkowski, a staff 
psychiatrist in the Biggs Build­ 
ing at Fulton, which handles all 
pre-trial evaluations, said more 
alert attorneys and clients have 
caused the increase. 


William Fleischaker, presi­ 
dent of the Missouri Public De­ 
fenders Association, said the 
number of pre-trial psychiatric 
examinations 
requested 
is 
presently rising. 
“There are a couple of rea­ 
sons 
for 
the 
increase,” 
Fleischaker said. “There is one 
category of people looking for 
some kind of excuse for their 
actions and this happens to be 
one of their outs. There is a 
rash of that kind of people at 
the present moment, at least at 
my office." 
“Everyonce tn a while some­ 
one is successful, and then ev­ 
ery other inmate wants to try 
it," Fleischaker said from his 
Joplin law office. 
The law requires that a per­ 
son who enters a plea of not 
guilty by reason of mental dis­ 
ease or defect must be exam- 


ined at the state hospital. 
“A substantial numb«- of 
people who commit crimes are 
looking for an excuse for their 
behavior and that leads them to 
claim that they are suffering 
from 
m ental 
disease,” 
Fleischaker said. 
The county from which the 
accused was sent is charged by 
Fulton for the psychiatric eval­ 
uations. Costs often run be­ 
tween $800 and $900 per person. 
Bratkowski 
reported 
that 
evaluations currently take up to 
four weeks to complete and 90 
per cent of those examined are 
found competent to stand trial. 
Several years ago the eval­ 
uations lasted several months 
Fulton doctors report that of­ 
ten the accused patient doesn't 
arrive at the hospital until sev­ 
eral months after the event oc- 
cured which makes it difficult 
to restructure the time in the 
person’s life to determine men­ 
tal competency. 


Fleischaker warned that the 
increased numbers of persons 
claiming mental incompetency 
have overburdened the hospital. 
“So many people are looking 
for a way out that it diminishes 
the chance for those who really 
need the observation and might 
get overlooked," he said. 
“But as a m atter of record, 
we always advise them that it’s 
available." 
Bernard Gorman, president 
of the Missouri Prosecuting At­ 
torney's Association, said that 
the number of examinations 
have increased more in the last 
five years than previously be­ 
cause “lawyers feel they have 
to cover their tracks." 
“He (a lawyer) feels if he 
doesn’t scrounge around for 
any way out, he could be sub­ 
ject to a lot of criticism and 
charges of inadequate counsel 
It’s usually not true, but it’s 
embarrassing,'’ Gorman said. 


“There aren’t any more nuts 
around now than 15-20 years 
ago, it’s just a tactic of delay. 
A client says he didn't know 
what he was doing, and a law­ 
yer is just about forced to send 
him to Fulton,” he added.

“A substantial number of the 
people who request the exam­ 
ination are mentally ill, but do 
not qualify under the law for a 
defense," Fleischaker said. “It 
is usually obvious if the defense 
applies .”

CIA favored conspiracy probe in JFK death 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
CIA memo says the Warren 
Commission should have given 
more credence to the possibility 
that President John F. Kenne­ 
dy’s assassination was the re­ 
sult of a foreign conspiracy, 
particularly in light of two 
promising leads which were not 
pursued. 
“The Warren Commission re­ 
port should have left a wider 
'window* for this contingency," 
according to CIA memo written 
in May 1975, at the request of 
the 
Rockefeller Commission. 
"That, indeed, was the opinion 
at the working level, particular 
ly in the counterintelligence 
component in the CIA, in 1964," 
the memo says. 
The 
27-page 
document 
stresses that solid evidence to 


overturn the Warren Commis­ 
sion’s finding that Lee Harvey 
Oswald killed Kennedy on his 
own “did (and does) not exist 
in Washington. But such evi­ 
dence could exist in Moscow 
and-or Havana." 
The 
two 
most 
promising 
leads to such evidence are tes­ 
timony about 1959 contacts be­ 
tween Oswald and Cuban offi­ 
cials, and a public threat by Fi­ 
del Castro against the lives of 
U.S. leaders, according to the 
memo 
Both leads must be consid­ 
ered of great significance in in­ 
vestigating a possible foreign 
conspiracy but neither was fol­ 
lowed up, the memo says. 
Entitled "Review of Selected 
Items in the Lee Harvey Os­ 
wald File Regarding Allega- 


tions of the Castro Cuban In­ 
volvement in the John F. Ken­ 
nedy Assassination," the memo 
was among some 1,500 pages of 
documents on the Nov. 22, 1963, 
shooting which the CIA turned 
over to the Rockefeller Com­ 
mission Those files have since 
been turned over to the Senate 
intelligence committee, where a 
panel headed by Son Richard 
S. Schweiker. R -P a, is in­ 
vestigating the Kennedy slay­ 
ing 
The documents 
have now 
been declassified by the CIA in 
response to a Freedom of Infor­ 
mation request filed by David 
W. Belin, who served as coun­ 
sel to both the Rockefeller and 
Warren Commissions 
Belin, one of the staunchest 
defenders of the Warren report. 


has called for a reopening of 
the investigation, saying dis­ 
closure of all the evidence 
would restore public confidence 
in the commission's findings 
The CIA released a separate 
set of the foot-high pile of docu­ 
ments to The Associated Press 
on Friday. 
The name of the memo's au­ 
thor has been deleted, but Belin 
said in an interview it was 
written by Raymond Rocca, a 
former member of the agency’s 
counterintelligence staff. 
In the memo, Rocca cites the 
testimony before the Warren 
Commission of Nelson Delgado, 
Oswald's closest friend during 
training at California’s El Toro 
Marine Corps Base in 1959 The 
Warren report noted that Os­ 
wald told Delgado he was in 


touch with Cuban diplomatic of­

“Delgado's testimony says a lot 
more of possible operational 
significance than is reflected by 
the language of the report, and 
its implications do not appear 
to have been run down or de­ 
veloped by investigation.”

(AP) — The House sponsor of a 
no fault automobile insurance 
plan for Missouri drivers con­ 
ceded to the Senate Insurance 
Committee that he would ap­ 
prove changes in two facets of 
the plan if it would mean the 
bill would have a chance of 
passage in the Senate. 
The proposal has passed the 
House for three consecutive 
years, but has failed miserably 
in the Senate. Last year the bill 
was killed when Senate com­ 
mittee members did not show 
up for a meeting to discuss it. 
But this year six of the seven 
committee members met Mon­ 
day night to discuss the bill 
which provides mandatory car 
insurance for all drivers and 
limits liability claims to $12,000. 
The bill provides that a per­ 
son’s own insurance company 
pays for most medical expenses 
and wages lost because of dam­ 
ages sustained in an accident 
regardless of who is at fault. 
The bill’s sponsor, Rep. Wal­ 
ter 
Meyer, 
D-Bellfontaine 
Neighbors, said he would agree 
to changes in the proposed $600 
medical expenses limit before 
law suits may be filed to claim 
further damages and in the 
proposed 15 per cent mandato­ 
ry rate decrease on liability in­ 
surance rates in the first year. 
A1 Sikes, director of Con­ 
sumer Affairs, Regulation and 
Licensing, testified before the 
Senate committee that he op­ 
posed these two points. 
Sikes said medical costs have 
risen so dramatically that a 
$600 threshold would not sig­ 
nificantly reduce the number of 
law suits filed, which is the in­ 
tention of the bill. 
"The figure ($600) becomes a 
target for people to exceed,’’ 
Sikes said 
Nation-wide, 24 states have 
some form of no fault automo­ 
bile insurance, and several in­ 
surance 
companies 
claim 


people are deliberately running 
up medical bills in order to go 
to court for largo* settlements. 
Sikes suggested that law suits 
should be permitted only if a 
person misses 90 days of work 
or sustains permanent bodily 
harm or disability. He said if a 
medical expense threshold had 
to be established, expenses 
over $2,000 should be the point 
when people can sue for dam­ 
ages. 
Sikes also said other states 
that provided rate reductions 
the firxt year resulted in higher 
rates the following years be­ 
cause insurance companies re­ 
couped the losses incurred the 
first year. 
Proponents of no fault insur­ 
ance contend the bill provides 
for quicker recovery of claims 
at a lower cost to the con­ 
sumer. 
"Anytime you have the insur­ 
ance companies and the law­ 
yers opposed to something, you 
know you have a good con­ 
sumer bill,” Meyer said. 
Under the bill, the Division of 
Insurance would regulate the 
insurance rates in Missouri. 
Meyer 
contended the bill 
would eliminate phony law 
suits for bodily Ttamage thereby 
cutting down legal fees of in­ 
surance companies, who could 
pass on the savings to con­ 
sumers. 
Gus Hehr, representing MFA 
Insurance Company, said the 
mandatory identification cards 
required under the bill for ev­ 
ery insured driver would be "a 
nightmare and cost the public 
more.” 
He estimated 70 million cards 
would have to be issued in Mis­ 
souri in one year. 
The bill provides for semi-an­ 
nual insurance premium pay­ 
ments requiring certified cards 
be mailed out each time a per­ 
son paid his premium 
The committee is expected to 
vote on the measure in a week

WASfflNGTON (AP) - When 
the U.S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture found illegal residues of a 
suspected cancer-causing drug 
in turkeys last summer, it mis­ 
takenly impounded thousands 
of clean birds while the con­ 
taminated meat was processed 
into turkey rolls and sold to 
consumers. 
But the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration, rejecting the rec­ 
ommendation of one of its in­ 
spectors, decided not to recall 
the meat or prosecute the tur­ 
key grower because those ac­ 
tions might embarrass USDA. 
The chain of events was out­ 
lined in an internal government 
memo that surfaced Friday 
afternoon in a hearing before 
the Subcommittee on Oversight 
and Investigations of the House 
Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce. The story 
was fleshed out through inter­ 
views with officials from FDA 
and USDA who were knowl­ 
edgeable about the incident. 
The memo, dated July 22, 
1975, and signed by Dr. C. D. 
Van Houweling, director of the 
FDA‘S Bureau of Veterinary 
Medicine, was written after a 
meeting 
between 
the 
two 
agencies. 
It disclosed that USDA scien- 


tists, during routine sampling 
of turkey flocks, found up to 48 
parts of the drug Ipronidazole 
for each billion parts of turkey 
tissue in certain birds. Marlyn 
Perez, special assistant to the 
director of the FDA’s Bureau of 
Foods, said the disease-fighting 
drug is presumed to be a car­ 
cinogen, 
or 
cancer-causing 
compound, although no long­ 
term studies on that potential 
danger have ever been con 
ducted. 
Scientists can detect illegal 
residues of the drug in edible 
tissue down to 2 parts per bil­ 
lion, she said, and levels higher 
than that would indicate that a 
turkey grower had violated the 
law by ignoring the label direc­ 
tions on how long birds should 
be withdrawn from the medica­ 
tion before they are slaugh­ 
tered. 
Federal law prohibits the use 
of any cancer-causing drug in 
animals if detectable levels are 
found in meat.

turkeys which they were hold­ 
ing was not the lot sampled.

An FDA inspector, according 
to the memo, thought that FDA »*> 
‘‘should assume responsibility 
for the lot that was processed 
and shipped.” The FDA and 
USDA were not sure whether 
the turkey rolls should be re­ 
called, it said, but at least two 
officials felt that the FDA Bu­ 
reau of Foods 
‘‘should be 
aware of the situation in the 
event that they thought action 
was indicated in order to pro­ 
tect the consumer.” 
Van Houweling, however, ar­ 
gued successfully that the FDA 
had no “ obligation” to take 
regulatory action on products 
under USDA’s jurisdiction, and 
instructed his bureau not to ask 
USDA for any more informa­ 
tion on the turkey 4/fair 
“ He did not feel that BVM 
(Bureau of Veterinary Medi­ 
cine! should initiate such action 
and provide such information to 
BF (Bureau of Foods) from 
USDA unless we were request­ 
ed to do so,” the memo stated. 
One of the participants at the 
meeting pointed out, the docu­ 
ment said, that since both 
agencies share responsibility in 
the 
drug residue 
program, 
“ there is the additional possi­ 
bility that USDA, or for that 
matter FDA, may be embar­ 
rassed.” 
During congressional hear­ 
ings, FDA Commissioner Alex­ 
ander M Schmidt disavowed 
the thrust of Van Houweling’s 
memo, saying, “ I assure you 
he is not expressing agency pol­ 
icy.” 
The memo said that “ it could 
be difficult to explain why FDA 
is bringing criminal charges 
against an individual when 
USDA had allowed the adulter­ 
ated food (meat) itself (upon 
which the charge is based) to 
enter the channels of com­ 
merce 
for 
human 
con­ 
sumption. ” 
Van Houweling's conclusion 
was that his agency wouldn't 
become involved unless re­ 
quested to step in by USDA, 
but that there would be no bar 
to FDA action in the future if it 
seemed warranted. 
Spaulding said there is a two 
to three-week lag before USDA 
gets a reading on its residue 
samples and that, unless it has 
a reason to do so the Agricul­ 
ture Department cannot im­ 
pound the birds. In this case, 
the meat had been processed 
and left the plant before USDA 
discovered the violations.

Remember to recognize and com- 
with state and local community 
aws regarding water skiing and its 
limitations. Some areas will allow 
skiing only during daylight hours, 
or in other words, from sunrise to 
sunset.

It’s no m atter whethet 
your boat is heavy or light 
long or short or old or new 
—your boat needs a good 
anchor. The selection of e 
good working anchor is s 
necessity for safety in boat­ 
ing, explains the Evinrude 
News Service. It’s merely 
an old tale that a bucket 
filled with cement or a con­ 
crete block will do a suffi­ 
cient job, simply because of 
their lack of holding power. 
On a stormy day, these 
homemade anchors will not 
keep a boat^from drifting. 
Instead, Evinrude recom­ 
mends two types of anchors, 
the mushroom and the Dan- 
forth. The mushroom is par­ 
ticularly suited for perma­ 
nent mooring where there’s 
a soft or mud bottom. The 
D a n fo rth s ty le s e ttle s 
quickly and has good hold­ 
ing power, even on hard 
sand or rocky bottom. A 
sh o rt, sto c k le ss an ch o r 
might do the job, but be 
sure to first check with a 
marine dealer for recom­ 
mendations. The type of 
anchor you need will depend 
on the size of your boat and 
the kind of bottom you most 


often 
encounter. 
Anchors 
a re ra te d by “h o ld in g 
power,” so that the heavier 
your boat or the rougher the 
water, the m ore h o ld in g 
power is required from your 
anchor. 
Another thina to keep in 
mind when preparing to 
throw out the anchor is the 
safe ratio of length of an­ 
chor line to depth of water. 
In moderate weather, the 
ratio stands at six to one. 
If you anchor in ten feet of 
water, for example, sixty 
feet of line is needed. On the 
o th e r hand, if th e re is 
neither breeze nor current, 
only half of that is suffi­ 
cient. The six-to-one ratio, 
however, is still better for 
an overnight anchoring or 
unattended boat. 
Here are just a few other 
important things to remem­ 
ber when anchoring: ex­ 
amine the anchor, checking 
that the line is secured 
properly; don’t try to be a 
star shotputter with the an­ 
chor, just slowly lower it 
alongside the boat; have the 
anchor line coiled clear for 
running; never stand on or 
in the coil when letting the 
anchor drop.

trailer, one that is properly 
b ala n c e d and car ef ul l y 
checked, boatmen can travel 
thousands of miles with no 
worries. 
Before each trip, whether 
it be a short or long journey, 
a trailer safety check should 
be made. First of all, the 
safety chain must be secured 
to make sure a trailer re­ 
mains behind your car, even 
in case the car comes loose 
from the hitch. While this 
would certainly be an un­ 
usual occurrence, the check 
is an excellent one to re­ 


member. 
When mounting the boat 
on trailer, and with the mo­ 
tor attached, the center of 
gravity should be slightly 
forward of center so that 
some of the weight rests on 
the hitch. This will prevent 
any bobbing of the trailer 
and boat while on the road. 
Most boatmen make it a 
practice to release the ten­ 
sion on the winch rope and 
tie-downs when the boat is 
not in use. Before starting 
on a trip, therefore, remem­ 
ber to secure the tie-down 
and tighten the winch rope. 
A visual check should also 
be made to see that all keel 
and hull supports are in 
place. Also check the trailer

lights to see that they are 
working correctly, keep the 
rollers and winch properly 
lubricated, and repack the 
wheel bearings according to 
the m anufacturer’s recom­ 
mendations. 
With 
these 
easy-to-re- 
me mbe r p r e c a u t i o n s in 
mind, there will be no need 
to worry when on the road 
with your trailer. As an 
added safety measure, how­ 
ever, similar checks and re­ 
checks should be made along 
the route, especially on a 
long trip. Not only will it 
give you a chance to relax 
from driving for a while, but 
will reassure any worries 
about the safety of you and 
your trailer.

Right approach 
when docking 


Always approach a pier 
by r u n n i n g y ou r boat 
against the wind or current, 
whichever of the two is the 
stronger, advises the Evin­ 
rude News Service. If there 
is no alternative and you 
must dock by running with 
the wind or current, how­ 
ever, make your approach 
slowly, then cut back your 
throttle and drift in to a 
berthing position. Do not 
cut your engine until you 
are securely against 
the 
pier. Following these direc­ 
tions should lead to a sim­ 
pler, more effective docking.

Whenever you use your 
boat, be it for fishing, water 
skiing or just cruising, make 
a habit of bringing y o u r 
camera along. The oppor­ 
tunity for interesting shots, 
which can document your 
activities are endless. Re­ 
member, phonographs a r e 
great to have around for the 
years to come. 


Use Often 
No m atter what type of 
camera you have, get out 
and use it! The more pic­ 
tures you take, the better 
photographer you will be­ 
come. Frequent use will not 
only p r o v i d e you with a 
wealth of memories, but will 
give you a feeling for pho­ 
tography and help you de­ 
velop a sense of composi­ 
tion. What is included in 
each photograph and how a 
shot is composed are the 
keys to good photography, 
according to Evinrude’s ma­ 
rine photographers. 
Good pictures don’t just 
happen, they take planning 
and thought. This doesn’t 
mean all your p i c t u r e s 
should be posed, but they 
shouldn't be shot haphaz­ 
ardly. Even so-called ”can- 


ping the shutter. 
Basically, there are five 
ways to shoot a picture: 1) 


The long shot, which is gen­ 
erally used to establish the 
scene.

subject. 3) The m e d i u m 
close-up, this shot focuses 
on the subject m atter in re­ 
lation to its important sur­ 
roundings. 4) The close-up 
and 5) e x t r e m e close-up. 
these two zero in on the 
really important part of the 
subject matter. 
R e l a t i n g this to your 
boating activities, you may 
be on a cruise and wish to 
establish y o u r b o a t and 
crew on a particular water­ 
way. This would certainly 
call for a long shot so as to 
bring in appropriate sur­ 
roundings. Such a shot could 
be handled from a dock, 
land or another boat. W hat­ 
ever your choice; remember 
to give your picture a center 
of interest through proper 
composition. 
Perhaps you are watching 
children or a friend jumping 
off the boat's bow into the 
water. Follow t h e action 
with your camera without 
taking a picture. This will 
help you decide at what 
point in the action you can 
get a good shot. It may be 
as the person is in mid-air, 
one hand on the nose, the 
other pointing skyward, or 
just as the person hits the 
water or the water breaking 
over his head as he comes 
back up again. 
The mid-air shot could be 
a medium shot. The person 


hitting the water could be a 
medium close-up, and the 
head breaking free of the 
water would certainly call 
for a close-up. 
Keep in mind the major 
points of good photography: 
Range, background and cen­ 
ter of action. Range indi­ 
cates how close you are to 
your subject. Almost with­ 
out exception, the amateur 
photographer is afraid to 
really move in on the sub­ 
ject. Quite often, what the 
photographer w a n t e d t o 
show is barely visible be­ 
cause no thought was given 
as to how close the subject 
m atter should h a v e been 
originally shot. Next time 
you’re r e a d y to snap the 
shutter, take a few steps 
forward, then two m o r e . 
You’ll be surprised by the 
results. 
Background is a n o t h e r 
important f a c t o r in good 
photography. An otherwise 
good shot can be ruined by 
a lone tree or pole seemingly 
growing out of someone’s 
head. Take a m o m e n t to 
check this out before you 
decide to snap a shot off. 


Last, and most important, 
is the center of action or in­ 
terest, Make sure you have 
one! The viewer of the fin­ 
ished picture should be able 
to spot it immediately.

Fishermen, like everyone 
else, are learning some new 
fuel h a b i t s . Fortunately, 
these adjustments can be 
made without seriously af­ 
fecting fishing. 
In the pre-1974 years, 
outboard owners had very 
few worries. Gas was inex­ 
pensive and went further, 
even when running at full 
throttle. Now that fuel costs 
are up, it’s well for boat 
owners to pay special atten­ 
tion to fuel consumption. 
Many fishermen, after giv­ 
ing thought to the situation, 
have turned to knowledge­ 
able marine dealers or have 
simply dug out their old. 
forgotten owner’s manual 
received at the time of 
motor purchase. They have 
discovered the fo llo w in g 
vital truths: Fishermen can 
manage on less fuel without 
seriously affecting t h e i r 
fishing or running time. The 
E v i n r u d e News Service 
states that by making a few 
adjustments on their rigs and 
driving habits, fishermen can 
spend the same amount of 
time on the water as before, 
catch as many fish and on 
a lot less fuel than they 
formerly used. 
Make Sure Your Motor Is 
Tuned and Maintained 
Fuel economy begins with 
a properly tuned and main­ 
tained engine, one that is 
turning up to its full horse­ 
power at f a c t o r y recom­ 
mended RPM. 
There are two ways to in­ 
sure that the motor is in 
proper tune: The best, of 
course, is to take advantage 
of the local outboard deal­ 
er’s services during the "off­ 
season 
with time to spare, 
he can i n s u r e a complete 
tune-up w i t h the special 
too 1b made available to him; 
or, if mechanically inclined 
—do it yourself, using the 
motor’s S e r v i c e Manual 
available from the manufac­ 
turer and obtaining needed 
parts f r o m t h e outboard 
dealer. 


Make Sure that Your Rig Is 
Set Up for Maximum 
Effieienry 
To insure efficiency is to 
improve performance. Get­ 
ting a rig to run faster at 
full throttle allows you to 
maintain a h i g h e r boat 
speed at the most efficient 
engine throttle. This means 
going further and faster on 
the same amount of fuel. 
The difference between a rig 
that’s right and one that is 
not up to par can be as much 
as five miles an hour. Trans­ 
lated into fuel, it could mean 
the same performance on 10 
to 20% less fuel. 


Cheek Motor Height 
Most people are not aware 
that the deeper a motor ex­ 


tends into the water, the 
greater the drag (friction) 
and the more fuel you use. 
The solution is to get the 
motor out of the water as 
far as you can, just short of 
the point where the propel­ 
ler breaks out and cavitates 
(slips and loses bite) on 
sharp turns. 
The use of a cupped SST 
propeller allows for raising 
the motor higher without 
cavitation. Here’s why: The 
super-accurate, s t a i n l e s s 
steel blades of the SST pro­ 
peller a r e cupped at the 
trailing edges, forcing the 
water back instead of out. 
This inhibits cavitation and 
allows you to raise the mo­ 
tor higher, gaining as much 
as three miles an hour (with 
attendant fuel economy). 


Check Motor Trim 
Most boats are trimmed 
correctly w h e n they are 
new, but by adding equip­ 
ment, anchors, tackle and a 
heavy fishing p a r t n e r or 
changing weight distribu­ 
tion, a boat’s planing atti­ 
tude and efficiency can be 
drastically effected. 
The purpose of trimming 
the boat is to reduce the 
amount of hull in contact 
with the w a t e r to keep 
power-wasting friction to a 
minimum. 
So m u c h for the why! 
Now for the how! A boat is 
trimmed by moving the tilt- 
pin (the quick change pin 
on the rear of the motor 
bracket). The closer to the 
boat the pin is placed, the 
more the b o a t will n o s e 
down. The further aft it’s 
placed, the higher the bow 
will rise at planing speed. 
The ideal arrangement is 
a power trim which gives 
fingertip control of boat at­ 
titude under all speed and 
load conditions. Used in con­ 
junction with a tachometer, 
it gives an instant reading 
on the effects of even minor 
changes in boat trim. It even 
allows for correction of the 
250 lb. partner with the four 
tackle boxes! 
Check Your Propeller 
Unless a motor is running 
in the top half of the recom­ 
mended RPM o p e r a t i n g 
range (see Owner’s Man­ 
ual), it’s not properly pro- 
pellered. The engine is lug­ 
ging and there is a good 
chance that it will score the 
piston and cylinder walls. 
The addition of passengers 
and equipment weight may 
have effected the RPM to 
the point where a change of 
propeller is needed. 
This check r e q u i r e s a 
tachometer. If y o u don’t 
have one, ask your dealer 
for help. He has the experi­ 
ence, the equipment ana the 
knowledge that comes from 
working with hundreds of

A damaged propeller can 
cause excessive RPM and 
damage the motor by lug­ 
ging it down or in the case 
of a broken blade, can vi­ 
brate the motor apart. Re­ 
place broken props and save 
money in the long run. 
Driving Your Rig to 
Save Fuel 
When properly set up, the 
solution to the fuel problem 
is s i mp l e . Throttle back! 
According to Evinrude engi­ 
neers, the last 20% of throt­ 
tle can cost 30 to 40% in 
fuel. The p e a k efficiency 
point varies with each rig. 
The trick is knowing what 
speed is the most econom­ 
ical for the boat and motor. 
In general, it's the lowest 
speed at which a clean plan­ 
ing attitude is maintained. 


Too Little Horsepower au 
Important Consideration 
In order to take advan­ 
tage of the Evinrude News 
Service suggestions in this 
article, the motor must be 
werful enough to keep a 
at on a clean plane at two- 
thirds to three-quarters en­ 
gine speed. The best way to 
judge a boat’s planing atti­ 
tude is to watch the wake 
and see at what point the 
boat begins to "settle.’’ Then 


advance the throttle until 
the wake is clean, this will 
be close to the most econom­ 
ical operating speed. 
For rigs that "just make 
it" to planing speed at full 
throttle, the only solution is 
a m o r e powerful motor. 
Outboards, like automobiles, 
do not develop their best ef­ 
ficiency at full throttle. This 
is why, for example, a 135 
H P. motor running at 80% 


pò 
70 
wer uses less fuel than a 
0 H P. running full out. For 
the same reason, a 70 H P. 
running at alongside a wide 
open 50 uses less fuel than 
the 50 H P. 
A well tuned and properly 
maintained m o d e r n out­ 
board motor will enable you 
to fish with a minimum of 
fuel expenditure and bring 
hours of pleasure to family 
boating.

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Let’s Go Boating! ‘Big 10’in U.S. 
fishing hotspots 


T H E CA R EFU L BOATING 
“ GOO D SAM A RITAN” 


A special law governs all pleasure 
boatm en, which can't be lound in 
any law volumes, b ut has silently 
been in existence since man first 
realized that trouble is sometimes 
encountered in watery travel. 
T his 
"unw ritten” 
law 
of 
the 
waterways encompasses the help one 
boater gives to another who is in 
distress or disabled. T h at assistance 
could take many lorms, a gallon of 
spare gas for a disabled boater to 
reach shore, a tow back to port if 
serious engine 
failure occurs or 
more dram atically, rescuing the oc­ 
cupants of a capsized craft. W h at­ 
ever, the law's strength lies with the 
individual who does not “turn his 
back” on a fellow boatm an. 
All 
ordinances, 
whether 
docu­ 
m ented or not, have certain pro­ 
cedures which m ust be followed and 
in a safe m anner. Otherwise, the 
resulu could be more tragic than 
the 
cause. 
Experts 
at 
Evinrude 
Motors rem ind boatowners th at as­ 
sistance on the water is mostly a 
two-way street; both parties should 
understand how to safely offer and 
receive help and lessen the chances 
of further damage or injury. 
For instance, if the vessel in dis­ 
tress requires a tow back to shore, 
there aie a few basic procedures 
that should be followed by both 
boat operators. Remember, the craft 
doing the towing passes the tow 
line to the disabled boat. T he tow- 
line should be attached securely to 
the bow cleats of the vessel being 
towed, but in a m anner that will 
enable im m ediate release if the line 
becomes too strained and in dangei 
of breaking. T h e person doing the 
towing should attach the tow-line 
to the forward-most position pos­ 
sible on his craft. 
A 
line attached 
to 
the 
stern 
would 
present 
m aneuvering 
and 
create an cxtiem e drag, which could 
result in a swamping if the weather 
and water conditions became rough. 
Nylon or plastic water ski lines, 
which have excellent spring and 
floatation, or a thick M anila fine, if 
available, would be good examples 
of proper towing lines. 
Starting off easily, the tow boat 
should m aintain a steady pull on 
the vessel in tow while occupants of 
both boats keep watchful eves on 
the tow-line. If it breaks loose, the 
whiplash may cause injury. Have an 
anchor ready in the towed vessel if 
the line docs part and proceed 
cautiously back to port. 
P assing em ergency e q u ip m e n t 
from one small boat to another can 
be tricky business. Rem em ber to 
place cushioning fenders along the 
sides of your craft to prevent dam ­ 
age when coming alongside a dis 
a bled boat. Slowly m aneuver into 
position and try to rem ain seated 
when the actual transfer takes place. 
If the equipm ent is heavy enough 
to require you to stand, keep as 
low as possible and try to m aintain 
an even trim to your vessel. 
Finally, always ttick with your 
boat if'a capsizing does occur. T he 
floatation m aterial used in most 
m anufactured pleasure Imals will 
keep them afloat, even during the 
severest weather and water condi­ 
tions. Make sure your peisonal floa 
tation devices (life-vests, cushions, 
etc.), are sufficient and easily acces 
sible for eacli person on board, as 
required by Iru eral law . One final, 
but most im portant piece of ad- 
vice—DO N '1 
PANIC! 
Hold onto 
your vessel and relax; th ere’ll be 
someone along soon to help you out 
of your predicam ent. Don't worry, 
it's unw ritten law.
